Throughout  the  world  the  fight  against 
poverty^  hunger,-  sickness  and  despair  at 
colleges  is  helped  by  World  University 
Service.  In  Europe,  where  World  War  II 
disrupted  lives  and  stunted  the  growth  of 
almost  ever/-  student,  physically,,  men¬ 
tally,  and  spiritually,  World  University 
Service  offers  aid  to  refugees  and  pro¬ 
vides  scholarships,  medicine,  and  food. 

In  Asia,  where  the  need  is  the  great¬ 
est,  World  University  Service  has  con¬ 
structed  Student  Health  Centers  and  TB 
sanatoriums,  slocked  libraries  and  lab¬ 
oratories,  established  dormitories,  and 
provided  scholarships  and  loan  funds.
